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SOMEBODY ELSE’S TROUBLES 


March 8 is International Women’s Day. Celebrated 
around the world since 1910 when an International 


Socialist Congress in Denmark first proclaimed the day, 
International Women’s Day has returned, in the 1970s, 


to its birthplace, the United States. On March 8, 
1857, women garment-textile workers on the Lower 
East Side in New York City staged a demonstration 
protesting their working conditions and demanding 
equality in the workplace. On the same day in 1908 
women from the needles trade industry marched in 
the same area demanding shorter working hours, bet- 
ter working conditions, legislation aaainst child labor 
and the right to vote. !t was these events in the rich 
history of the U.S. labor movement which prompted 
Clara Zetkin to propose International Women’s Day 
to the 1910 Congress. 

In 1970 American women began once again to 
celebrate International Women’s Day with demon- 
strations, forums, panels, conferences and rallys. 
KRAB programming on March 8 is produced en- 
tirely by women and concerns women’s issues. 

You will hear women’s music, poetry, drama, even 
comedy. Other programs will bring you informa- 
tion about major issues facing women today, cele- 
brate the accomplishments of women in the past 
years and tell you where to find what you need in 
the network of women’s agencies that has grown 
up in the past decade. Throughout the month, 
there is an abundance of other programming of 
interest to women. In order to help you identify 
those programs, we have placed an asterisk next 
to the titles in this program guide. 

We hope that you will enjoy a departure from the 
usual on March 8 as we try to crowd into thirty 
short hours (an expanded day) a representative sam- 
pling of what is possible in women’s programming. 
You are invited to take part in some of the program- 
ming during the Open Mike program beginning at 
midnight (March 9 technically). Please call the sta- 
tion (325-5110) if you have music, Poetry, etc., you 
would like to perform in the Open Mike program. 

The International Women’s Day planning group 
plans to continue to operate as a Women’s Caucus 
at KRAB. We hope to continue to increase and im-

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This month, Somebody Else's Troubles (Thurs. 
nights, 10 PM) continues with programs leading up 
to the Northwest Regional Conference on the E- 
merging International Economic Order. The con- 
ference will be held in Seattle beginning March 29, 
and will consider the issues raised by Third World 
countries demanding a restructuring of the world 
economy. These issues include the role of multi- 
national corporations in the Third World, the 
future of the world food supply, and the effects 
of Third World demands on jobs in the Pacific 
Northwest. 


For the first four Thursday nights in March, we 
will broadcast tapes of speeches, forums, and de- 
bates held throughout the state in preparation for 
the conference. On Thursday night, March 29, we 
will broadcast the conference’s opening address. 
The scheduled speakier is Jamaican Prime Minister 
Michael Manley, one of the leading spokespersons 
for the Third World positions. 


Then on Friday night, March 30, we will present 
a special live broadcast of the address by U.S. Sec- 
retary of State Cyrus Vance. Mr. Vance will dis- 
cuss U.S. strategy for the upcoming meeting of the 
United Nations Committee on Trade and Develop- 
ment (UNCTAD), which is one of the most impor- 
tant global forums for talks between developed and 
developing countries. 


Other key speakers will include Sen. Frank 
Church of Idaho, head of the Senate foreign rela- 
tions committee, and Mr. Bradford Morse, head 
of the United Nations Development Program.” 
These speeches will be recorded and broadcast next 
month.
